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relates to an electrocardiogram analyzer control method. The invention 
of independent claim 21 relates to an aspiration information analyzer 
control method. There is no technical relationship among these 
inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special 
technical feature. Consequently, these inventions cannot be considered 
to be so linked as to form a single general inventive concept. 
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
